Head's praise for ‘amazing' staff as 
Poplar school joins outstanding elite

A POPLAR primary school has leapt from special measures to 
being declared outstanding in just 16 months. 

Manorfield Primary School is 
one of just four schools in Eng- 
land to have made the excep- 
tional turnaround of fortunes 


rare it is achieved by only one 
in 14,000 inspections. 

Head teacher Wendy Hick 
praised the school staff, saying: 
“They were an amazing staff 
group to work with, the whole 
school community have been 
fantastic. It's great for them to 
have been on that journey. 

“They are just incredibly re- 
silient to have gone through 
such an experience.'' 

In February 2012 Ofsted in- 
spectors declared the school 
'inadequate' and placed it in spe- 
cial measures. In particular it 
said pupils' achievements in 
writing and maths were not 
good enough and that the 


quality of teaching and man- 
agement needed to improve. 

It was inspected again in July 
this year and Ofsted reported an 
entirely different story, rating it 
outstanding. 

Inspectors said all pupils met 
the national standard, particu- 
larly in writing and maths and 
the quality of teaching was 


highly effective, with teachers 
praised for being innovative 
and knowledgeable. 

They said pupils' behaviour 
and attitudes to learning were 
exemplary and they described 
the head teacher as an excep- 
tional leader who was well sup- 
ported by leaders at all levels.

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to sign up to the 
stop smoking challenge 
and quit the habit during 
October. 

The council is supporting the 
national Stoptober campaign, 
which last year saw 160,000 
people successfully complete the 
28-day smoke-free pledge. 

Smoking is the biggest cause 
of premature death in Tower 
Hamlets and each year it 
accounts for more than 100,000 
deaths in the UK. 

Research shows those people 
who stop smoking for four 
weeks are five times more like- 
ly to stay tobacco-free. 

Stoptober is a Public Health 
England initiative providing 
support and advice via emails, 
texts and through a Smart- 
phone app in the run up to and 
during the month of October. 


Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Along with the health benefits, 
regular smokers who quit can 
save up to £2,000 a month. Were 
encouraging residents to sign up 
and quit along with thousands 
of others across the UK." 

Cllr Abdul Asad, cabinet mem- 
ber for health and wellbeing, 
added: “There is so much 
support available locally for 
people looking to stop smoking 
and the launch event demon- 
strated that. 

“Advisers from services across 
the borough were on site 
speaking to the public about 
their quitting options, resulting 
in over 90 referrals into the 
local stop smoking services.” 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health for Tower Ham- 
lets, said: “Stoptober is the 
biggest stop smoking campaign 
of its kind and stopping 
smoking is one of the best steps 
you can take to leading a 


healthier life. By investing in 
stop smoking services, the bor- 
ough is currently helping more 
people to stop than any other 
borough." 

Tower Hamlets Public Health 
will be working closely with 
other council services, commu- 
nity organisations, hospitals 
and health professionals to 
promote Stoptober and recruit 
smokers into local stop smoking 


services. Stop smoking advisers 
will be at a number of stalls 
across the borough over the next 
six weeks providing support 
and advice.

Councils unite to challenge Boris’ 80% ‘affordable’ rents

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The transformation at Manor- 
field Primary School shows the 
commitment of our school staff 
that no child will receive any- 
thing other than a first class 
education in Tower Hamlets." 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, cabinet 
member for children, schools 
and families, said: “Praise is 
due to everybody involved at 
Manorfield Primary School. In- 
stead of letting their heads 
drop after the previous inspec- 
tion, they rolled their sleeves up 
and made a determined effort 
to improve things themselves. 

“A former school improve- 
ment consultant, Ms Hick was 
drafted in to help Manorfield in 
March 2012 after it had been 
placed in special measures. She 
was permanently appointed as 
head teacher in January this year. 

■ The council has welcomed the 
news that free school meals will 
be served in all primary schools 
across the UK from September 
2014. Mayor Rahman launched 
a scheme in Tower Hamlets 
this term with the council pro- 
viding free meals for all pupils 
in reception and year 1. 


A LEGAL challenge to pro- 
tect genuinely affordable 
rents for residents was 
launched on Friday by 
Tower Hamlets and seven 
other London councils. 

They have given the mayor of 
London formal notice that they 
intend to judicially review his 
decision to allow rents for new 
affordable housing to rise to up 
to 80 per cent of market rates. 

Councils have historically set 
rent levels in social housing at 
a level that is affordable. In 


inner London this is typically 
30-40 per cent of market levels. 

The councils - Tower Hamlets 
with Brent, Camden, Hackney, 
Islington, Lambeth, Greenwich 
and Southwark - are fighting 
the mayor's London Plan, which 
they argue will mean residents, 
vulnerable people and fami- 
lies on low and middle incomes 
will be priced out of large areas 
of the capital. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets, Lut- 
fur Rahman, said: “I believe the 
mayor of London's decision to 


raise rents of new affordable 
housing to near-market 
levels is not only wrong, but 
unlawful. 

“So, working together with 
other boroughs, we are going to 
court to seek justice for our 
residents. We should be able to 
set rents that we know are 
genuinely affordable in our 
local area." 

Cabinet member for housing, 
Cllr Rabina Khan, added: “Tow- 
er Hamlets Council first submit- 
ted evidence on the affordable 


rent policies in the London Plan 
back in November last year. 

“Evidence from a research 
project which we undertook 
resulted in the planning 
inspector ruling in the 
councils' favour, but this has 
been ignored by Boris Johnson." 

The mayor of London's posi- 
tion is contrary to the advice of 
an independent government- 
appointed planning inspector 
who recommended that bor- 
oughs should continue to set 
rents in their own areas.

Three men charged 

THREE men have been charged 
with the murder of Ajmol Alom, 
16, and the attempted murder 
of another 16-year-old in Spey 
Street, Poplar on August 12. 

Ali Akbar Choudhury, 20, of 
John Smith Mews, Poplar and 
Mashudur Rahman, 22, of Vic- 
toria Street, Stratford were 
charged on September 18 and 
appeared at Thames Magis- 
trates' Court the following day. 

Muhammod Malik, 21, of John 
Smith Mews, Poplar was 
charged on September 17 and 
appeared in court the next day. 
He was remanded in custody to 
appear at the Central Criminal 
Court on September 20. 

On August 19, 19-year-old 
Aminur Nadir Khan of Robin 
Hood Gardens, Poplar was 
charged with murder and at- 
tempted murder and is cur- 
rently in custody awaiting trial. 

Council on film 

THE council has agreed that its 
meetings should be filmed and 
made available to the public. 

Councillors agreed to change 
the council's constitution to 
enable meetings of full council 
to be filmed in a pilot exercise. 

Speaker Cllr Lesley Pavitt said: 
“I am keen to film proceedings 
in appropriate meetings, but 
with proper protocols in place." 

Tunnel vision 


THE council has launched a new 
consultation about its development 
masterplan for Whitechapel 
(pictured right). The Whitechapel 
Vision will see the area embark on 
an unprecedented transformation set 
out within the draft plan which was 
approved by the cabinet earlier this 
month. Residents can view the draft 
masterplan at www.towerhamlets. 
gov.uk or in person at the Town Hall 
in Poplar or Crossrail Room at Idea 
Store Whitechapel (1st floor). The 
council is also holding two public 
consultation drop-in events at Idea 
Store Whitechapel, 321 Whitechapel 
Road, Ei on Tuesday, October 1 from 
5.30-8pm and Wednesday, October 16 
from 5-7.3opm. The consultation 
closes on November 4. 



‘Trailblazers’ against blacklisting 


Praise for council stand against illegal background checks on unionised construction workers

TOWER Hamlets has 
pledged to take action 
against the blacklisting 
of workers in the borough, 
the first council in the 
country to do so. 

An emergency motion, tabled 
at a meeting of the council last 
Wednesday, was agreed by 
councillors of all parties. 

It formally stated the council's 
support of the GMB union's cam- 
paign against the blacklisting of 
construction workers, which 
meant workers perceived to be 
union activists were prevented 
from accessing employment. 

The chamber also agreed that 
it would be unacceptable for any 


company in a contractual rela- 
tionship with the council 
to engage in blacklisting. 

The council resolved to sup- 
port the pledge made by May- 
or Lutfur Rahman to take action 
against blacklisting. 

Mayor Rahman said: “Tower 
Hamlets was the first council to 
introduce the London Living 
Wage in 2009 and we take the 
welfare and wellbeing of work- 
ing people very seriously. 

“I am proud to say that not 
only does Tower Hamlets not 
have any active contracts with 
the companies involved in this 
practice, but that it never will." 

GMB has raised the profile of 
the practice of blacklisting work- 
ers by publishing a list of com- 


panies that use a network of pri- 
vate investigators to compile 
databases of workers perceived 
as union activists or agitators. 

Companies then use the data- 
base to run illegal background 
checks and deny work to those 
on the list. 

Len McCluskey, general secre- 
tary of Unite trade union, said: 
“Tower Hamlets is blazing a trail 
by becoming the first London 
council to stamp out blacklisting. 

“We commend the council for 
their positive action. We are 
urging other councils to take 
note of Tower Hamlets' decision 
to ban the blacklisted and to 
follow suit.” 

Steve Murphy, general secre- 
tary of construction union 


UCATT, said: “Tower Hamlets has 
a long and proud tradition of 
standing up for the rights of 
workers. UCATT congratu- 
lates Mayor Rahman and the 
council on extending that 


tradition with this anti- 
blacklisting pledge. 

“It is now incumbent on all 
other local authorities to follow 
Tower Hamlets' lead and stamp 
blacklisting out once and for all."

Positive steps to 
healthier lives

THE borough’s head of 
public health has stressed 
that reports last week of 
low life expectancy were 
not an accurate reflection 
of residents’ life span. 

A report from the Office of 
National Statistics (ONS) showed 
women in Tower Hamlets 
have the lowest life expectan- 
cy in the UK. 

But Dr Somen Banerjee, direc- 
tor of public health at the coun- 
cil, said: "There has been some 
confusion in the media about 
these statistics. They refer to the 
period of 'healthy years' not 
the total life expectancy. 

"However, we are of course 
concerned that the number of 
healthy years for a man in our 
borough is 56 out of a life ex- 
pectancy of 77, and for a woman 
it's 54 healthy years from a to- 
tal life expectancy of 82. 

"We take these statistics very 
seriously and already have many 


programmes and projects in 
place spanning the council, NHS 
and the community that have 
made improvements to the 
wellbeing of the population. 

"It's also important to note that 
improvements to health take 
time to accurately translate into 
impacts on life expectancy." 

Recent achievements include 
having among the highest rates 
of childhood vaccination in 
London - MMR uptake is 93 per 
cent, compared to the London 
average of 83 per cent. 

Tower Hamlets has record 
numbers of people giving up 
smoking, with more than 3,000 
people a year successfully 


quitting through local services. 

And maternal and child health 
continues to improve as 93 per 
cent of mothers initiate breast- 
feeding, compared to the nation- 
al average of 74 per cent. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
"We are always looking at op- 
portunities to improve the well- 
being of the population. The 
recent launch of free school 
meals for all children in recep- 
tion and year 1 classes will ben- 
efit children across 74 schools 
over the next two years and 
there are numerous pro- 
grammes offering free cycling, 
walking and after-school clubs 
to encourage physical activity.”

THEOs dear illegal 
camp in gardens

TOWER Hamlets enforce- 
ment officers (THEOs) have 
closed down an illegal 
encampment in Bethnal 
Green in response to 
residents’ concerns. 

The THEOs took action after 
residents complained to the 
council that a group of people 
had set up a makeshift dwelling 
under two large trees in Rhoda 
Street Gardens, using sofas, 
inflatable beds, carpets, a table 
and barbeque. 

There were also complaints 


that they played loud music and 
drunk excessively until late into 
the night, attracting other street 
drinkers who gathered there 
creating further anti-social 
behaviour such as noise 
nuisance and street urination. 

The THEOs worked with 
Veolia's street cleansing team to 
dismantle the site and remove 
all the items and rubbish. 

While at the scene they were 
approached by a number of 
residents who thanked them for 
resolving the problem. 

Phil Gospage, THEOs team 
leader, said: “The site was filthy, 


and littered with empty cans 
and bottles of alcohol - it was 
clearly a health hazard and was 
causing serious anti-social be- 
haviour to both local residents 
and park users." 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “This case is an ex- 
ample of the THEOs' effective- 
ness at tackling anti-social 
behaviour in response to resi- 
dents' complaints." 

THEOs, introduced by the 
council in November 2009, wear 
body CCTV cameras and their 
presence helps to reassure res- 
idents and deter trouble-makers.

Bumper harvest 


News from 
Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park 

SEPTEMBER. Back to school 
and the Soanes Centre 
classroom is busy again 
with a class of school- 
children, most of them 
from Tower Hamlets, eveiy 
weekday morning and af- 
ternoon. The park is an ide- 
al place to teach national 
curriculum science topics. 

Children leam about different 
habitats and the plants and 
animals that are suited to live 
in them, through the wood- 
lands, meadows and ponds. 
They learn how plants get their 
flowers pollinated and their 
seeds spread, by the wind, by 
birds and by hooking on to 
passing animals. They learn 
about natural decay and recy- 
cling. There is even the possibil- 
ity to learn about rocks through 
the many different types of 
stone in the monuments. 

It's been a good summer in 
the park, with the warm weath- 
er being good for all the insects. 
Butterflies have been plenti- 
ful, with ringlets recorded for the 
first time in seven years. 

Until July, wasps were very 
few indeed, but the weather has 
enabled them to increase re- 
markably. They'll stay numer- 
ous until cold sets in. Then 
nests will die out, but young 
mated queens will be safely 
asleep for the winter, ready to 
start new nests next spring. 

Our honeybees were able to 
make lots of honey during the 
hot weather, but they're still 
quite newly-established, and 
we can expect much more next 
year. Enough honey needs to be 
left in the hives to see the bees 
through the winter, so this year 
the park's share isn't enough for 
us to sell any. 

It's going to be a good autumn 
for wild fruits. Some of the best 
established ones - wild cherries, 
cherry plums, blackberries and 
elderberries - are already over, 
but many others are to come, 
some edible, some not. 

Wild rosehips, hawthorn 
berries and sloes can all make 
a variety of wild food and drink 



Guelder rose and rowan berries 
are fine when cooked but not, 
like potatoes, when raw. 


Others, though beautiful, and 
good for birds, are not to be eat- 
en. Spindle tree, dogwood, way- 
faring tree and holly are among 
these. Holly trees are either 
male or female. Only the females 
have berries. They've been on 
the trees since June, unnoticed 
because they were green. They 
become red in late September. 

This autumn as always, the 
Friends have a busy programme 
of free public events. Our Fun- 
gus Foray is on Sunday, October 
20 at 2pm. It'll look at all types 
of fungi, and is a chance to be- 
gin to learn about what can be 
eaten and what's to be avoided. 

Sunday, September 22 was ex- 
pected to be a very busy day. We 
took part in London Open House 
with guided history walks and 
a nature trail. After that, we had 
our AGM, followed by a talk by 
Dave Smith of the Community 
Land Trust entitled The Green- 
ing of St. Clements. 

We were delighted that the 
cemetery park was chosen by 
the BBC to feature in their se- 
ries Britain's Big Wildlife Revival. 
We were in the programme on 
Urban Wildlife, shown on Sep- 
tember 1. We were delighted to 
have excellent and lengthy cov- 
erage, filmed on a lovely May 
morning. Watch it on BBC iPlay- 
er until October 6, 2013.

History 


How lloyd George's Limehousing 
stoked fear of class revolution

EDWARD VII embodied the indul- 
gence of upper class England. His 
enjoyment of fine food and wine was 
reflected in his considerable girth; 
in portraits he is bedecked with the 
finery not just of a king but an 
emperor... and he owned vast tracts 
of Britain while paying no taxes. 

Not much has changed in a century one 
might think (though the royal family are 
considerably slimmer these days). But in 
the last year of his life, the King - by now 
a hugely popular figure - felt a chill wind 
blowing through his realm. 

Encountering Richard Haldane, the 
Secretary of State for War in 1909, he 
pointed to his son George, who just a year 
later would assume the throne as George 
V, and gloomily introduced him as 'the 
last King of England'. 

The dramatic pronouncement had been 
prompted by a speech given at Limehouse 
on July 30, by Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Lloyd George. His summer 1909 'People's 
Budget' was the most radical Britain had 
seen. ''The first budget in British history with 
the expressed intent of redistributing 
wealth among the British public,” accord- 
ing to Winston Churchill's biographer 
William Manchester; it was also a vigor- 
ous Liberal government response to the 
growing threat (or promise) of socialism. 

The redistribution seems modest to us 
nowadays, but the King saw it as the be- 
ginning of the end for the upper classes. 

Perhaps he should have pondered that 
the ruling classes were their own worst 
enemy, in the lumbering constitutional 
crisis that engulfed Britain during the 
summer of 1909. For Lloyd George had made 
his Limehouse speech in desperation after 
months of seeing his budget derailed by 
the House of Lords. 

Churchill enters the picture because, in 
those days a Liberal cabinet minister 
himself (the president of the Board of 
Trade wouldn't rejoin the Tories until 
1924), he was an enthusiastic supporter of 
the erosion of aristocratic privilege. 

Together Lloyd George and Churchill 
were dubbed 'the Terrible Twins', but they 
were an unlikely pair of economic revolu- 
tionaries. Churchill was the grandson of a 
duke and in possession of a considerable 
private income, while Lloyd George colour- 
fully exaggerated the poverty of his

childhood. He was, rather, the scion of a 
middle class Welsh family and would be 
involved in both a share-dealing scandal 
and the sale of honours. 

The detail of the budget was picked over 
at more than a dozen cabinet meetings over 
that summer. Asquith's government pro- 
posed that income tax should go up from 
one shilling (sp) to one and tuppence (6p) 
in the pound. Incomes of £ 5,000-plus per 
year (around half a million in modern mon- 
ey) would be hit with a 'supertax' of an ex- 
tra sixpence (2.5P) in the pound. Petrol, 
whisky and tobacco would be taxed too, but 
most controversial of all, there would be a 
rise in death duties, and tax on the profits 
from the sale of land. Many of the big 
estates that had existed for centuries were 
already being broken up and sold off 
(a process that would hugely accelerate 
after World War I) and the prospect terri- 
fied the landed gentry. 

The problem was that to be made law, 
the budget had to be voted through the 
House of Lords... the benches of which were 
warmed by the bottoms of that very aris- 
tocracy and gentry. Just as turkeys don't vote 



for Christmas, the ruling classes were 
hardly likely to vote for swingeing new tax- 
es on their property, or on the legacy they 
handed on to their children. 

And so, for the first time in almost two 
centuries, the House of Lords rejected the 
budget, with the Conservatives angling for 
an early general election. They argued 
that the exchequer should be boosted in- 
stead by protectionism, tariffs on imports 
and a regressive rather than progressive tax, 
which would disproportionately hit the 
poorest in the land. And they were sup- 
ported by the Northcliffe Press (publishers 
of the Daily Mail and The Times). 

Lloyd George and Churchill were outraged 
at a Finance Bill, brought forward by a de- 
mocratically elected government to improve 
the economic wellbeing of the people, be- 
ing stymied by the unelected upper house. 

And so it was that the Chancellor, in an 
unprecedented move, took to the streets of 
the East End to make his appeal directly to 
working people. It was Lloyd George at his 
most rousing, and he cannily dug deep into 
East End history. 

''Not far from here, not so many years ago, 
between the Lea and the Thames, you had 
hundreds of acres of land which was not 
very useful even for agricultural purpos- 
es,” he began. 

“In the main it was a sodden marsh. The 


commerce and the trade of London in- 
creased under free trade, the tonnage of 
your shipping went up by hundreds of 
thousands of tons and by millions; labour 
was attracted from all parts of the coun- 
try to cope with all this trade and business 
which was done here. What happened? 
There was no housing accommodation.” 
Cue murmurs of agreement from the 
East End audience. 

The Chancellor got into his stride. “This 
Port of London became overcrowded, and 
the population overflowed. That was the 
opportunity of the owners of the marsh. 
All that land became valuable building land, 
and land which used to be rented at £2 or 
£3 an acre has been selling within the last 
few years at £2,000 an acre, £3,000 an acre, 
£6,000 an acre, £8,000 an acre.” 

And now came the coup de gras, which 
roused the crowd but decided the press that 
Lloyd George was advocating something 
close to Communism. “Who created that 
increment? Who made that golden swamp? 
Was it the landlord? Was it his energy? Was 
it his brains - a very bad lookout for the place 
if it were - his forethought? It was purely 
the combined efforts of all the people 
engaged in the trade and commerce of the 
Port of London -trader, merchant, ship own- 
er, dock labourer, workman, everybody 
except the landlord.' 

The popular press chose to seize on the 
headline elements of that at Limehouse's 
Edinburgh Castle pub - famously dubbing 
the Welshman's rabble-rousing style 'Lime- 
housing', while perhaps trembling at such 
a revolutionary redistribution of wealth 
from rich to poor (there were some five 
million people living in poverty in the 
London of 1909). 

A full year after it was first brought for- 
ward, the budget was passed into law, on 
April 28, 1910, though with many of its re- 
forms excised. The king, appalled by the class 
warfare it seemed to presage, died just 
weeks later, and his son George did become 
King of England, though not the last. 

More importantly perhaps, the absolute 
power of Lords was broken and an impor- 
tant step towards a welfare state taken upon 
the streets of the East End. It would be East 
End Labour leaders - among them George 
Lansbury and Clement Attlee - who would 
take that forward.

There’s open space at 
Pennyfields Park and Furze Green 
and, at this time of year, be sure to 
look out for horse chestnuts, elder- 
berries and figs.

mural, the University of Cumbria teacher 
training campus, and a handsome former 
London and County Bank branch, built in 1885. 
Continue beside Gladstone House and 


A few steps from Westferry DLR station 
and you emerge beside West India Dock Road. 
As its name suggests, this was once the prin- 
cipal route for transporting cargoes in and 
out of the West India Docks. Dockers would 
gather by the gates near here each morn- 
ing in search of work. 

Use the crossing over to the Westferry 
Arms, a sturdy Victorian corner pub. The 
streetscape around here has changed dra- 
matically, the result of slum clearance in 1934 
and road widening in the 1990s; many of the 
alleyways and courtyards that once formed 
part of old Chinatown hereabouts were bull- 
dozed. 

But there's an echo of Chinese heritage in 
local street names - you'll find Canton, Ming, 
Pekin and Nankin Streets not far from here. 
The Chinese community was relatively 
small - at its peak, fewer than 4,000 peo- 
ple - but the area became notoriously as- 
sociated with opium dens through the 
writings of Conan Doyle, Burke and Dickens. 

Beyond Noodle Street restaurant, the 
space opens out into Pennyfields Park (1), with 
its sports courts, spiders' webs and slides m 
for young children. The horse chestnut 
trees are currently clad with conker cap- 
sules, a sign that autumn is 
approaching. 

After exploring, cut 
along Kemps Drive and 
head across East India 
Dock Road. From 
here (2) there are 
views back to 
Gorsefield 
House with

through the estate precinct to Hind Grove 
Community Centre (3). Run by Poplar Har- 
ca, Hind Grove is the base for a communi- 
ty food co-op, after-school art classes and the 
Lansbury Gardeners. 

Architects Shepheard, Epstein and Hunter 
designed this section of the Lansbury 
Estate in 1970 using an imaginative arrange- 
ment of four-storey blocks, with sunken 
garages, pedestrianised walkways and green 
courtyards. 

Beyond the brick archway, make for the 
former Farrance Street School. As you pass, 
look for the parish boundary stone in the 
school wall, and the view towards St Anne's 
Church tower. The Menteath House grow- 
your-own gardens are currently flourishing 
with gourds, tomatoes and beans. 

At Dod Street, a detour left brings you to 
six charming Victorian warehouses clustered 
around cobbled courtyards. Together they 
form the Limehouse Business Centre (4), 
home to a range of small enterprises. Despite 
the names - such as the Sail Loft and Spice 
Store - these buildings were originally cab- 
inet-making works and later grocery ware- 
houses for Australian imports. 

Now retrace a few steps, and slope beside 
the Job Centre down to the canal. Limehouse 
Cut was created in 1770 as a two-mile short- 
cut so that barges carrying grain to London 
could bypass the tides of Bow Creek. 

As you follow the towpath, look out for 
swans and moorhens, and narrowboats in 
the mini marina. The Boatyard - a new de- 
velopment of 75 flats - is sprouting up 
alongside. 

Stinkhouse Bridge (5), as it's known locally, 
connects across to Bow Common Lane. 
Canalside factories once produced saltpetre, 
starch, gas products and oil of vitriol - pun- 
gent industries that gave the bridge its name. 
Another local industry - gold and silver re- 
fining - is commemorated by Ingot Tower, 
one of several contemporary blocks on the 
north bank. 

Continue on a wide driveway beside 
Seabourne Wharf, past waterside elderber- 
ries, and head round to Furze Green (6). The 
rolling landscape includes tree trunk sculp- 
tures, shrubbery and slender silver birches. 

Over Devons Road, beyond a lawn, you 
emerge into Whitethorn and Tidey Streets. 
On a triangular plot - around a courtyard 
garden, framed by a fig tree - there's the lo- 
cal centre for mental health charity, Mind 
(7). The end building was originally a Mod-

el Farm Dairy from 1890. 

The Oueen Mary Day Nursery (8) oppo- 
site was built as part of a Methodist mission 
- in a rather clunky 1930s style - with young 
children depicted in the high-level panel. 

Skirt left, beside the playground. As you 
reach Sleaford House, towering ahead, 
there's a view over the lawns to the Line Cen- 
tre, another Poplar Harca community hub. 

You might like to detour to find out about 
the youth groups, play schemes, aerobics and 
IT classes taking place there. 

Otherwise, continue to All Hallows Church 
(9). Originally built in 1873, the church was 
Blitzed, and rebuilt in an Italianate style.

The perimeter wall - part of the original 
vestry -holds a memorial commemorating 
'the great war of freedom'. These days, it has 
an evangelical 'come as you are' ministry 
Cross Devons Road with care - it can 
get busy here - to Sumner House, built in 
1929 by Poplar Borough Council. Curiously, 
the stone wall is inset with inscribed 
patent bricks. 

A few steps along, the Lighthouse Baptist 
Church stands on the corner of Brock Place. 
Look out for the 1895 foundation stones, 
flanked by olive trees. As well as the regu- 
lar worshippers, a Portuguese congregation 
attends services here. 


The artists' organisation, Acme Studios, got 
started in 1972 by acquiring two near- 
derelict shops in the next parade. Acme's in- 
novative approach was to lease properties 
earmarked for demolition and re-purpose 
them as spaces for artists. From two Devons 
Road shops, they have grown over 40 years 
to provide affordable space for nearly 
5,000 artists. 

And finally, just beyond Violet Road, 
there's the Widow's Son pub (10). 

As the side panel explains, the widowed 
pub landlady saved a hot cross bun for her 
sailor son, expecting him home for Easter. 
Each year he failed to return but she still made

Eating out, eating in 

A pretty dam perfect 
Bohemian bargain 



Slow to arrive but pizzas at INDO were delicious

WHITECHAPEL isn’t burst- 
ing with gastronomic 
venues, so it was with 
some trepidation I went to 
visit INDO, having heard 
good things about their 
pizza offerings. 

Regular readers will know 
of my recent expedition to Beth- 
nal Green where I was gobs- 
macked to pay £17 for a pizza. It's 
all relative I know, but Imagine 
my relief when I saw nothing 
was over £8 ! Now were talking. 

We settled down on a gor- 
geous sunny afternoon with 
lager shandies and a chaser of 
chips whilst we waited for our 
pizzas. I know -heaven! 

Unfortunately our pizzas took 
some time and arrived painful- 
ly one by one with about 5-10 
minutes in between each. Ap- 
parently there was something 
about training which I didn't 
quite understand, but howev- 
er you cut it, not great. 

But when the pizzas did ar- 
rive, they were pretty darn per- 
fect let me tell you. Light, crispy 
bases, smoky from the wood- 


fired oven with delicious top- 
pings in abundance. The Sicil- 
iana deserves a particular 
mention - heaving with arti- 
choke hearts, anchovies, pro- 
sciutto and olives. 


The quattro formaggl, a 
favourite of my dining partner 
aka the Silver Fox (if not his 
waistline), was a cheese-lover's 
dream and pretty much pro- 
vides immediate happiness. 


Our side salad was beautifully 
dressed and seasoned, and a bil- 
ly bargain at £2.50. 

The interior is loyal to its 
East End roots, a bit down at heel 
at worst, bohemian at best, but 
certainly warm and friendly. 

Having looked on the inter- 
net it becomes a bit lively of an 
evening and is known for its mu- 
sic so choose your timings wise- 
ly depending on the experience 
you're after. 

Three ate handsomely for 
just shy of £40 Including sides 
and drinks. Luckily for our gym- 
slip figures, they don't have a 
starters or dessert menu though 
I think this would be a nice 
touch and make it more of an 
event. 

Generally I imagine the local 
clientele go for the drinks and 
vibe and stay for the pizza. This 
is also a bit of a late night 
venue (open until 3am some 
nights) so worth bearing in 
mind if you're staggering back 
from somewhere and need 
some delicious takeaway pizza.

Tips from Cable 
Street Community 
Gardens 

SEPTEMBER, and summer 
is nearly over. But not to 
despair, it is possible to 
lengthen the cropping 
season for salad crops by 
protecting vulnerable 
plants with cloches and 
protective fleece. 

These can be improvised us- 
ing recycled materials such as 
cut-down plastic bottles and 
bubble wrap. 

And it is still not too late to 
try sowing lamb's lettuce, rock- 
et and spinach. If you provide 
some kind of protection, you can 
also try coriander, beet, leaf 
beet and chicory. If you have a 
small greenhouse or polytunnel 
all the better, but make sure 


these are well tethered to with- 
stand autumn and winter gales. 

During the dark, winter 
months, why not bring a bit of 
the garden indoors? If you have 
a well-lit windowsill or sheltered 
balcony or patio, you can plant 
containers and window boxes 
with chicory, endive, lettuce 
and spinach, not to mention 
herbs and edible flowers such 
as pansies and violas which will 
brighten the spirits and provide 
easy pickings. 

When leaves start to fall, 
don't throw them all away. Col- 
lect and keep in a simple frame 
and allow them to decompose 
into the most wonderful leaf 
mulch which you can add back 
to the garden or container. 

And don't forget to plant 
some bulbs and corms which 
will herald the first days of a 
long-awaited spring.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
